The  Principal  Dental  Ohicer  reports  as  follows:  — 

Regular  dentai  iiispeetioii  of  exi)e(tant  and  nursing  mothers  was 
Carried  out  at  the  Beverley  Clinic  only,  but  the  services  of  the 
Dental  Officers  were  available  throughout  tlu'  (*ounty  where  treat- 
ment could  be  carried  out  in  the  nearest  fixe<l  o.r  mobile  cliirics. 
Thirty-seven  patients  presented  themselves  for  insi)ection  and,  of 
these,  tliLrty--two  were  advised  treatment.  J‘^xcei>t  where  the  dental 
condition  obviously  re(iuiire<l  attention  on  account  of  pain  or  the 
necessity  for  dentures,  theie  was  little  enth'usi'asm  -shown  for  treat- 
ment. In  the  areas  not  directly  served  'by  a clinic,  the  private 
practitioners,  <li visional  nu'dical  officers  or  their  staffs  may  recom- 
mend patients  for  treatment,  but  in  many  cases  these  patients  do 
not  (keep  ap|>oiJitments  if  the  visit  involves  travelling  a few  miles 
to  the  nearest  clinic. 

Cliildren  under  school  age  were  insi>ectcd  during  routine  visits 
to  schools  or  at  the  Bridlington  and  Ik'verley  Clinics.  Invitations 
for  parents  to  bring  their  yoiunger  childi-en  to  school  dental 
inspections  were  sent  by  Head  'reachers,  Ideal th  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses,  and  if  treatment  was  necesisary  it  was  made  available  at 
the  treatment  sessions  which  followed.

had  to  take  over  the  distri Ind ion  of  VNeliare  Foods  (National  Dried 
Milk,  Cod  Li.ver  Oil,  ((range  diiiee  and  Vitamin  d'ablets).  The 
distribution  had  prt'viously  been  arranged  l)v  the  Ministry  of  Food 
and  the  CouiU“d's  sehenie  arranged  that  as  far  as  possible  distribu- 
tioii  centres  eontinued  in  the  towns  'and  villages  where  they  had 
previously  existed,  though  in  many  instances  the  times  of  distribu- 
tion and  places  from  which  the  fooils  were  distributed  liad  to  be 
altered.

At  the  end  of  the  year  tS  (’ounty  domiciliary  midwives  and 
2 midwives  in  ])rivate  practice  were  suitably  fiualified  to  administer 
gas  and  air  analgesia.  During  the  ycvar  722  domic  iliary  cases  were 
given  gas  and  air  in  their  eonfineiments,  i.e.,  72%  of  the  women 
confined  in  their  own  homes  had  this  hcdp.  In  achlition  479  women 
received  administrations  of  ]>ethidine. 

Mid  wives  are  supplied  with  |)acks  containing’  sterilised  maternity 
outfits  which  are  issued  free  of  clvarge  in  the  case  of  everv  domiciliary 
confinement  attended  by  the  midwife. 

According  to  the  returns  received,  during  the  year  1,450 
births  in  institutions  ami  331  domiciliary  births  w-ere  attended 
by  midwives,  no  d'octor  being  present.  These  figures  represent 
5'6%  of  all  births  in  the  County.  So  far  as  the  domiciliary 
oonfinements  were  concerned,  in  65%  of  caises  the  midwife  con- 
ducted the  delivery.

In  order  to  feel  secure  ag’ainst  outbreaks  of  di]>litheria  it  is 
estimated  that  at  least  05%  of  the  cliild  i>()i)uliation  should  be 
;l>roteete<l  airainst  tlie  {lisetase,  and  in  order  to  maintain  the  state 
of  their  immunity  at  an  adecjuate  level  children  should,  after  their 
tills!  immunisation.  reint'oreinji'  inijeetions  about  once  In 

every  five  years. 

d'hc  t’ollowino’  table  shows  the  jiosition  in  the  various  County 
Districts  and  Health  'Divisions  both  as  reo\ards  the  total  numbers 
of  children  who  have  been  immunised  at  any  time,  and  also  as 
ix^o'ards  those  who  havt^  heen  immunised  or  re-immunised  during 
the  last  five  years. 


Having  1‘cgard  fo  the  numhm*  of  births  it  would  appear  that 
in  nearly  every  district  thert‘  is  e.vi<lence  that  a high  proportion 
of  children  are  suh'mitt(''d  for  immunisation  during  their  first  years 
K)f  life,  but  that  the  great  majority  of  parents  tend  to  overlook 
file  necessity  for  re-inimunisation  at  five-yearly  intervals  unless 
special  efforts  aiH'  mad(>  to  call  their  attention  to  this  need. 
'Rx|>erienee  has  shown  that  this  is  best  achieved  by  specially 
organisaal  camiiaigns  conduett'd  through  the  schools  when,  not  only 
are  largx^  mimbers  of  schoolchildren  who  have  been  previously 
i imn u n i sital  readily  submitted  (for  “ iHKisting  ” injections,  but  also 
schoolchildren  or  their  yoiingtM*  brothers  and  sisters  who  have  not 
been  imniunise<l  art‘  brought  forward  for  primary  immunisation. 


A comj>arisoni  of  the  figures  given  in  this  table  with  those  of 
the  pi'evio'us  year  shows  that  there  has  Iieen  some  im]>roveinent  in 
the.  overall  jxisition.  Nevertheless,  ^although  now  77%  of  the  chikl 
population  ha.vt'  been  ininiuni.se<l  at  some  time,  still  only  4*9.7% 
ha.ve  been  iniimini.sed  or  re-inmuini.sed  during  the  last  five  years, 
and  therefoiv  just  over  half  of  the  children  in  the  ('ounty  cannot 
be  regarde<l  as  htdiig  really  adecpuately  lU’Otected  against  dij)htheria. 
In  some  districts  the  juKsition  is  (|uite  goixl,  e.g.,  Beverley  M.B., 
Haltempri('e  1.1).  ami  Norton  R.D.  all  show  more  than  65%  of 
the  c'hild  |)K)pulation  as  having  i;ui  ui)-tiO‘-date  y)rotection.  On  the 
other  hand  in  somt*  otle  r Districts  there  is  room  for  ctmsiderable 
improvement . 
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PROTECTION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH. 

'I'hv  wSi'lieiur  nia<l('  uiulfr  Section  2(5  oJ'  tlic  National  lleialtli 
Service  Act.  provides  tlialt  lUjHin  the  re<|UA\sl  of  llu'ir  jiareiits  or 
^'uardiaiis  ehildreii  niiay  reiH'ive  .protection  aofainst  wlioopiiij;!  eoiigli. 
I sua.lly  this  pnot<‘ction  is  ^iven  at  the  same  time  as  they  tare 
unniunisixl  against  dijiht heria. 

Diiriii”'  th('  yi'ar  2,22i>  children  r('cci\ed  primary  courses 
of  ant L-\vhooi)i  11^'  cou^h  i njt'ct ions.  In  2,102  oases  the  injeetioiis 
wi're  eomhincd  with  those  against  diphtheria.  'The  ivniainiiiii'  127 
cast's  had  'ant  i- whoopi n^-  coiioh  injections  ailone,  havino'  Ix'en  pre- 
\iousl\  innnuniscd  against  diphtheria. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

'I'Ih'  Andndancc  Sinwice  ivniliniual  to  b<'  or^ianised  as  iletaded 
in  my  previous  reports.  Durin^i'  the  y<''ar  new  ambulanee  .stations 
weri'  opi'iicd  at  llcssli*  and  Poeklino-lon. 

.Vt  th(>  I'lid  of  the  year  the  C’oiincirs  llwt  of  vehiekvs  consisted 

ol'  t2  ambulances  'and  17  dual  purpost'  vehicles  use<l  mainly  lor 

sit  t in^i-case  work,  ,and  use  w as  alsti  bein^'  maile  of'  2 tambiilances 

provided  by  the  St.  John  .\mbulanet'  lhuy»ade  and  1 ambuilanee 
provided  by  the  British  Red  I’ross  Society. 

'rhirty-nine  driver/ attendants  were  employed  on  a whole-time 
basis. 


The  ho|)es  I'xpressed  in  previous  reports  that  the  demands 
iiiadi'  on  the  ambulance  seiw  ice  would  mil  continue  to  increase 
ha\i*  a^iain  not  'been  realist'd.  A refereiii'e  to  the  details  ^^iven 
in  tlu'  follow  in^'  tabh'  will  show  t.hat  compared  with  llfad  there 
has  bctui  an  inert'ase  of  .’5,1  tl)  'in  the  number  of  eases  dixalt  with, 
an  incnvise  of  (I'f,  oxer  the  previous  year's  licures.  Most  oil’  this 
increase  is  aAi'ain  at  t ributakli'  bo  the  demands  for  the  transjMn’l  of 
patients  for  out-pat  ituil  clinic  lat  tendances  at  the  various  hospitals. 
In  all,  l-l,7dt>  out-piat ients  weri'  trans|M>rted  durin**’  the  ye'ar,  an 
iiu'reasc  of  2,(5.’).)  o.ver  the  number  carried  in  IDod.  'I’liis  figure 
ot’  tl,7dt)  doi's  not  refer  to  the  number  of  iiulividual  ]>atients 
carried,  as  many  patients  make  more  than  one  visit,  an<l  if  a patient 
Htn  any  occasi'on  is  transported  to  and  from  hosi>itaJ  this  would 
count  as  two  cases  carried  by  the  service  as  two  journeys  are 
inxiilved. 


'I’lu'  rise  in  the  number  of  calls  kas,  ol'  course,  resulted  in  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  journeys  aiul  a total  increase  of  4,(H)() 
111  the  nuinher  of  iniiles  eovered  bv  the  various  vehicles.  'riiis 
ineirease,  hiuwexer,  rejireseiits  only  a 0.7  7;,  increase  on  the  IBuM 
tinures,  altlioui>li,  as  has  been  said,  the  number  of  calls  has  increased 
by  ()7o.  'riiis  result  has  anain  been  achieved  by  the  efforts  of  all 
concerned  to  co-ordinate  journeys  whenever  possible,  and,  althou^li 
the  average  miles  [ler  journey  is  neiarly  29,  the  average  miles  ]>er 
patient  earned  has  been  again  reduced,  this  time  from  10.8  to  10.2. 
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Another  help  in  achieving  this  satisfaetiory  result  has  been 
the  increasing'  use  of  the  (hial-purpose  velucles.  'rhou^’h  mainly 
used  tor  sil tin^'-case  work,  receiil  improvement  in  (lesi^»•n  has  nuade 
it  possihh'  not  only  to  carry  more*  patiimts  (‘ach  jouriu'y  hut  also 
to  use  these  vi'hiclcs  much  miore  each  succc'cdin^'  year  ciarry 
."tretchcr  < asi's  and  thus  reserve'  llu'  lar^i,c  amhulanccs  mori'  for 
‘their  primary  duty  id'  dc'a.linii'  with  accidi'iits  and  s(.‘Nerely  ill 
patients.  In  Ittot  lIu'  mihvi;>'t‘  covered  'hy  these  <hiaJ-purposc 
vehicleiS  represcnt<’<l  .Vd'A  *d'  the  total  inilea^e  covi'red  hy  all 
\ehicles,  and  Id/,  of  slrctchei’  cast's  w<'re  sal isfatdorily  conveyed 
in  ihest'  vehicles.  Despitt'  llu'  inert'ast'  t'ae.h  year  in  tin*  total 
num'hcr  ol'  miles  run  hy  the  amhulancc'  servict'  as  a whoh*  I lie 
iiici'easino'  ust'  (of  dual-pur)M).s<'  vehicles  has  t'liiaihh'tl  an  actual 
retluclion  to  he  aehievctl  in  the  milca^'t'  run  hy  the  ]a.rne  amhulances.

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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

'^I'he  damands  made  on  this  service  (‘ontinue  to  increase  yetar  by 
year.  At  tlie  heoiniiiii”'  of  the  year  domestic  lieJps  were  givin" 
service  at.  1(S1  households  and  diirino'  t!ie  year  lO  1<  new  ('a.ses  have 
been  helped,  so  that  in  all.  d 1 5 households  have  nm<le  use  of  the 
service  durino-  19.54,  th'at  is  70  more  tlia.n  in  19.5.'l.  Tlie  conditions 
arising-  in  homsehohls  causing  the  reciuests  for  domestic  help  were 
o'cneral  illnesses  4H  t,  iuhereiilosis  21,  ami  conifine.ments  141). 

The  number  of  domeslie  Jielj>s  on  the  p.anel  at  tlie  end  of  the 
year  was  1.5().  All  wer<‘  part-time  workers,  'but  two  were  on  the 
retained  list. 

As  in  previous  years  lai  large  proj)ortion  of  the  available  sea’vice 
is  ear-marked  for  eases  needing  helj)  tor  a long  period  of  time  and, 
owing  to  the  limited  numluM'  of  donu-stie  helps  available,  there  is 
often  (litHculty  in  providing  help  at  short  noti<‘e  for  householdts 
where  ditHculties  ha\'e  arisen  over  the  sudden  occurrence  of  acute 
illness.  The  long-term  service  is,  however,  in  tlie  vast  majority  of 
instances  .su|)plied  to  households  where  th(*rt‘  are  elderly  people  and 
thus  helps  reduce  the  <lemands  lUiade  hy  this  grouj)  of  the  population 
for  beds  either  in  hospitals  or  in  old  pcfople’s  hostels. 


CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

The  care  services  have  eontinuecl  to  be  operated  centrally  and 
are  referre<l  to  in  various  parts  of  this  report. 

I'he  medical  loan  service  (‘ontinue<l  t(>  Ik-  operated  on  behalf 
of  the  County  (‘ouncil  hy  the  British  Red  Cross  'Society,  who  had 
at  the  end  of  the  year  a'  total  of  1.5  depots  in  the  (’ounty.  During 
the  year  1,211  .-irtith's  wert'  lo;med  under  this  arrangement. 
Rxeejit  in  the  case  of  patients  siitlering  from  tuberculosis  ami 
necessitous  ]>atients,  small  charges  are  made  for  the  loan  of  the 
more  expensive  articles. 

Problem  Pamiues. 

Steps  Rave  heen  taken  to  effect  co-ordination  betweeri  the 
various  Departments  whose  officers  m.ay,  in  the  course  of  their 
duties,  come  across  cinaimstances  whi(*h  may  pre-dis|>ose  to  the 
development  of  problem  ifaimlly  (-omli lions.  tnformation  of  this 
nature  is  to  he  co-related  centrally  with  .a  view,  wliere  possible, 
to  appropriate  })reventive  action  being  taken. 

Epilepsy  and  Spastic  Paraplegia. 

'I'he  ascertainment  of  adult  cases  of  epilepsy  and  spastic 
])araplegia  in  'the  ('ounty  is  by  no  means  (‘omplete.  On  the  register 
of  handiicai>ped  persons  maintained  by  the  C'ounty  \\  ell  are  (Officer 
there  are  14  epileptics  and  4 spastics.  Of  the  14  epileptics  7 are 
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in  residential  aeeioniinodat ion  pr(>vi<le(l  by  tlie  Welfare  yXiithority, 
and  '2  are  in  eolojiies  |)rovide<l  by  voluntary  societies.  Of  the  four 
spastic  case's 'I  h |•(‘(‘  arc  in  IIkmi*  own  honies,  and  one  is  lx^in<r  jnain- 
laiiual  in  a sjH'oial  Iraininu'  Ikhju'  lal  tlu‘  (‘xp(Mise  ot  the  Welfare 
i 'oiminil  tee.

A DMINISTRATIOX. 

y\s  <letailed  in  previoiUiS  rejiorts,  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  i 
Service  is  dealt  with  by  a iSub-( 'oinmittee  of  the  Health  Committee  i 

consisting’  of  Id  memihers  wlio  meet  <)uarte''rly  for  the  purpose  of  f 
considerino’  the  rejiorts  on  defectives  and  other  jiersons  in  the  care 
of  the  Committee  and  makino-  recommendations  to  the  Health  ! 
Committee  as  to  the  (administration  of  the  service  or  any  specific 
action  to  be  taken  in  any  individual  cases. 
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Apart  froim  m3^sellf,  there  a^re  six  medical  officers  on  the 
Council's  stalf  wiio  li-a.ve  attended  speciiial  courses  on  mental 
dcticienc}'  and  are  recoonised  for  the  purpose  of  examining'  educa- 
tipna'll}'  isuh-normal  children.  All  of  these  doctors  are  also  approved 
as  exa.minin<>'  niid  certifying'  officers  lunder  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Acts  (as  amended),  d'he  County  is  divided  into  four  areas  eon- 
trolled  from  the  central  office  and  iu  each  area  tlu*ie  is  a Dulv 
Authorised  Officer,  d’he  l)ul\’  Authorisc'd  Officers  are  also  District 
W elfaire  Officers  operating'  iiiulcr  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 
On  the  central  staff  the  (\stahlishment  i)roivides  for  a.  trained 
ps\'chiiiatric  social  worker  and  'a  menial  In'altli  sfocial  worker.  Three 
members  of  the  Councirs  head(|uairlcrs  stall  are  also  approved  as 
Duly  Authorised  Officers. 

Under  arrangements  with  appropriate  lle/^ional  Hospital 
Boards  and  the  Hospitail  Maiiia^enicnt  ( 'oinmittc'cs,  the  Council 
undertakes  the  do'iniciliary  ,su|Kvrvision  of  dcfecti'ves  who  are  on 
licence  from  institutions  a'lid  other  i)ersons  suffering'  frotm  (ineiital 
illness  residing'  in  their  own  homes  oi*  with  friemls  or  emx)loyers 
in  the  County. 

No  duties  have  been  delegated  b^’  the  Council  to  V'^olujitary 
Associations.

I'iaeh  Division  had  a 1*1111  eoinphniunil  of  school  medical  otticers 
t hrmi^rhonl  tin'  yt*,ar  and  as  a result  Ihtna'  has'  Ixxm  a substantial 
inert'ast^  in  lh(‘  total  number  t)f  mtalical  <-xaminat  ions  carried  out.  It 
has  also  Ixam  possible  to  pi'o\  idi*  a eomprehensix  <“  (bmtal  service 
t hronohoni  tlu*  County  as  tin*  Authority  was  fortunate  in  having 
I ht‘  largest  slatf  oif  dimtist/S  in  any  one  year  sinc'c  t he  inception  of  the 
(hmtal  schenu'.  I'lu'  number  of  dentists  employtal  in  the  County 
compares  favour.ably  wilh  any  otlier  ar(*a  in  the  Country.

(I.  N’accinalion  in  tlu^  l.’C-ll  year  (dd  agt'  group  of  school 
chiblren.  'This  service  will  be  comnuMutal  in  19.').').  and  will  give 
t hese  cbibbam  a imsasma*  of  jn-oU'ct  ion  against  tuberculosis.  It  w'ill 
also  minimis(‘  tlu*  haphazard  risk  of  immunity  l>eing  aepuired  by 
(dther  <lrnd\ing‘  I ubma-ulous  milk  or  coming  into  (‘ontact  with 
I uht'rculous  persons.

EAR  DISEASE  AND  DEFECTIVE  HEARING 

I'he  pure  tone  audionHM{M'  obtained  in  lO.v.'t  has  i>rovc<l  be 
i.  very  satisfactory  instrument  foi*  asc(M*taining’  minor  <legrt‘es  oif 
deafness  amongst  school  children.  It  is  hoped  to  expand  tins 
service  to  includt*  an  audiometer  t‘.xamination  on  alt  iun\  tuitrants 
to  the  iiiifants  scluwtls,  so  that  any  hearing  (hd’(*cts  can  bt'  ascertained 
as  early  as  possibh*'  in  school  life. 

EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  DEFECTS 

'The  t<Mal  number  of  children  referred  for  tia^atment  was  5(*5, 
or  to  more  than  in  the  prt'vious  y<‘ar. 

During  the  y<‘ar  tO!*  childiam  weia*  referred  to  hos|)itals  with 
a view  to  1‘emov.al  »)t  tonsils  and  adenoi<ls.  Returns  iaa*eived  t roni 
the  various  hospitals  slunv  that  880  school  idiild'ren  ret’cived  oj)erative 
treatment  for  nos<^  and  throat  defects,  inchuling  tonsillectomy. 

W hen  the  oi)erati«m  for  tonsillectomy  oi‘  adenectomy  is  reeom- 
mejide<l  by  a scdiool  muMlicat  otticer  the  cast^  is  referred,  ,atter  inform- 
ing the  family  doctor,  to  a (xmsultant,  who  confirms  the  necessity 
for  operation  IxMore  t.he  pupil's  name  is  placaal  on  tiie  waiiting'  list. 
'I'he  waiting  time  for  tonsillectomy  varies  between  1-  and  28  months, 
depending  on  the  hospital  to  which  the  case  is  referred.  In  those 
cases  in  which  the  delay  is  |>rok)nged  the  Authority's  medical  staff 
is  often  approached  by  the  parents  to  ex))edite  their  child's  operation. 
This  can  onl}^  be  done  at  the  expense  of  another  child  on  the  waiting 
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list,  and  the  solution  would  appear  to  be  the  extension  of  hospital 
facilities  tor  this  form  of  treatineiit  at  least  for  a.  temporary  period 
until  the  waiting  lists  have  been  rerluced  to  reasonable  miinbers. 

DISEASE  OF  THE  CHEST 

As  a result  of  routine  examinations  .‘>7  children  have  been 
found  to  reipiire  treatment  for  chest  disease.  It  is  important  for 
the  metlical  otfii'crs  to  be  kept  mlbrmed  about  children  who  attend 
the  various  chest  clinics,  and  in  eerlain  areas  of  the  ( ounty  the 
liaison  between  the  (’best  Idiysieians  and  the  School  Medical  ( )tHcers 
is  excellent,  and  rejMirts  arc  reieixcd  re”'ar<linn'  all  eases  id'  scIkkiI 
children  attending  chest  clinics. 

A rran^tMiien Is  wcia*  mad<'  lor  .scIkm*!  chihlren  in  the  leaver’s 
ao'e  ^roup  rcsiilin^'  in  the  1 I al  I cniprice.  area  to  \isit  the  Mass 
Kadio^raphy  I nit  in  Mull.  In  other  amas  many  school  leavers 
attended  the  I nit  wIhmi  it  \ isited  the  va.rious  districts  of  the  County 
duriiiii’  its  annual  to'ur. 

The  Authority'  has  appl■(^ved  a scheme  fop  the  ICC.M.  \ accina- 
t ion  of  the  IM— I f year  ol<l  a;:,c  ^^lauip  ot’  scIkm)!  i-hildren.  'Plus  work 
will  be  carried  out  by  specially'  trameil  stall  and  three  meilical  otheers 
in  the  County  have  so  far  been  dt'si nnated  as  c<nnpctent  to  carry  out 
this  \\ork.  ( )ne  im'dical  otliccr  and  a nurse  were  sent  to  iMlinbur^f'h 
t4>  make  a s|>ccial  st.udy  of  tlu^  scIkuiic  which  has  been  operating 
there  for  some  time. 


UNCLEANLINESS 

Cleanlin{',ss  surveys  arc  carricil  out  in  all  schools  each  term  by^ 
the  nurses.  S.'l.llP  cxaniinat  io-iis  wa-ia-  carried  out  and  TCI  pu[>Lls 
were  found  to  be  unclean,  'riicre  still  remains  a relatively  small 
number  of  ehildrcn  who  are  infested  with  lice,  despite  routine 
examination  ami  treatment;  ho\\ever,  the  numlK'rs  have  once  af»'ani 
fallen  to  the  comparatively'  low  fiyuia'  of  ‘J.t  |>er  cent,  of  the  school 
population  as  coinparedi  wit  h d.l  ;per  ivnt.  in  I P5.‘C 

MINOR  AILMENTS 

Minor  ailment  clinics  are  held  ni  ei<i,ht  centres  in  the  County 
(see  table  on  iia^ie  Iti).  riiere  is  no  doubt  that  the  need'  for  this 
service  still  texisls,  as  pro\ed  by  the  nunib'er  of  children  attending 
these  clinics.  During  the  year  an.  additional  clinic  was  started  at 
the  South  Molderness  County  Secondary  ScIkmiI,  ami  it  i,s  hoped 
to  extend  these  climes  as  premises  in  new  schoeds  become  available.

ORTHOPAEDIC  AND  POSTURAL  DEFECTS 


The  ascertainment  and  treatment  of  minor  ortliopsedic  and 
pos'tnral  defects  is  very  im]K)rtant,  and  one  whicli  can  be  dealt  witli 
adequately  by  the  School  Medical  Service.  l\ven  a minor  deviation 
from  the  normal  can  [>revent  a pii))il  from  o'aininf?  full  benefit 
from  the  education  and  recreational  facilities  provided  at  school. 
Orthopaedic  clinics  are  held  in  l^everley,  bridlin^ton,  Malton, 
Scarl>orough  and  York,  at  which  20S  children  made  attendances. 

Nineteen  children  were  at  some  time  fn-jiatients  at  the  Adela 
Sliaw  Ortho]>aedic  TIosiiital,  Kirbymoorside.  St'venteen  of  these  were 
admitted  and  fifteen  were  <lischa.ro'(‘d. 

SPEECH  THERAPY 

C'hildren  found  at  jiei-iodical  iinedical  ins]>eetions  to  require 
speech  thera|)y  are  referred  to  one  of  the  (bounty's  speech  therapists. 
It  is  intended  that  from  January,  H).");),  this  service  will  lie  extended 
when  the  eipiivalent  of  three  full-time  sjieech  therapists  will  he 
employe'd,  and  althouf^h  there  were  children  on  the  waitino-  list 
for  s]iee(‘h  therapy  at  the  end  of  the  year  this  list  should  he  con- 
siderably reduced  by  the  increased  staff.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER 

D'urinf?  the  year  there  were  no  chanf^es  in  the  i)rofessional  staff, 
i which  consisted  of  five  full-time  and  three  ]>art-time  dental  officers. 
' This  is  the  lar^jest  staff  employe<l  for  a eom]>lete  year  since  the 
n inception  of  this  <lentail  scheme,  and  as  la  'result  it  was  possi'ble 
I to  provide  a more  comprehensive  service,  which  included  more 
(orthodontic  treatment.  'Fhe  full-time  officers  continued  their  work 
: in  their  re.spective  areas^ — Mr.  Champlin  in  Haltemprice,  Miss  Cripps 
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in  the  sonth-^'^st  the  CV),llnt^^  Mr.  Jones  in  Bridlinigton  and 
the  north,  and  Mr.  (iray  in  the  \v(\st.  Miss  Jolvnson  worke<l 
six  sessions  weekly  in  the  Driffiehl  area,  while  Mr.  Beddoes  and 
Mr.  ]k>oth  each  attended  one  session  weekly  at  the  Beverley  Clinic. 


J'he  full-time  officers  carricil  out  their  work  in  the  mobile 
clinics,  of  whk'h  there  were  five  in  reo'ular  use.  louring  the  holidays 
two  <yf  the  earlier  clinics  wei’e  nuHlernised  by  installing  hot  and 
cold  rirnning  water  and  an  extractor  fan,  all  electrically  controlled. 
J'he  fan,  by  reducing  tlu'  tcinix'rature  in  summer  and  by  preventing 
much  condensation  in  lh(‘  cohler  wet  weather,  makes  conditions 
in  the  confined  space  of  th<^  cliifu*  nuvre  (‘ongenial  for  patients  and 
dentists'.  'These',  clinics  ('ontimu'  to  be  popular  with  dental  officers, 
teachers,  j>,atienls  ami  |)ar(‘nts.  'Teachers  appreciate  that  no  time 
is  wasted  by  tlu'  childi'cn  in  Iravtiling  or  waiting  and  (iiildren  feel 
that  a dental  visit  is  part  of  the  scIum)!  curriculum.  Parents  appear 
to  have  such  confidemv  in  tht'  sciiool  staffs  and  dentists  that  they 
attend  treat numt  sessnvns  only  when  their  presence  is  i-ecjnested  to 
explain  the  necessity  f<vr  a particular  type  of  treatnient  or  to  ensure 
co-operation  in  wearing  a regulation  ai>pliance.

'There  were  mv  changes  iu  the  arrangements  made  for  routine  i 
inspection  and  treatment  and  each  child  acce]>ting  conservative 
treatment  was  ma<le  dentally  fit.  Pegular  sessions  were  held  for 
the  a<lminist ratievn  <4'  nitrous  oxide  and  oxygen  anaesthesia. 


'I’he  demand  for  orthodontic  treatment  continued  tc^  be  heavy 
and  the  better  staffing  j)ositlon  enabled  more  cases  to  f)e  undertaken,  i 
More  than  lwi<‘(*  tin*  numher  of  chihlren  were  successfully  treated  i 
in  tkot,  com|>ar(‘d  with  One  hundix'd  and  thirty-two  children  i 

had  irregularities  (H)rrected  hy  means  of  an  api>liance  and  a further  ! 
170  weiv  treated  by  the  judicious  extraction  of  certain  teeth. 

It  is  jvleasing  to  recotal  the  c<oo|)erat ion  of  |)atients  undergoing  | 
this  treatment  and  the  gratitude  <d  the  j^arents  on  the  satisfactory  i 
conijdetion  of  the  woi-k.  Nine  dentures  were  supplied.  Other  \ 
operations  included  29 1 scalings. 

Details  of  treatment  carrie<l  out  appear  in  the  table  at  the  end 
of  this  report.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

l)uriji^  the  year  work  in  the  sehools  based  on  the  Ministry 
v}f  T/diieat ion's  handbooks  “ Moving’  and  Clrowin^'  ” and  “ Planning 
the  Progi'aniine  ''  has  been  eneouragtal.  d hese  books  lay  stress  on 
lire  grt'at  variety  in  the  rate  and  range  of  <leveloi>inent  of  ehildren 
and  the  need  to  eater  for  this  in  physical  education,  both  by 
teaching  methods  and  the  adecpi.ate  provision  of  suitable  apparatus. 
One  of  tht‘  as|)('ets  which  receives  eonsiderable  emphasis  in  these 
publications  is  the  use  (vf  climbing  apparatus,  aiul  a few  schools 
have  been  sui)i)lied  with  simple  tubular  steel  erections  which  have 
provc<l  extremely  beneficial,  according  to  lu'a-d  teachers’  reports. 
In  oialer  to  assist  tcachci’s  in  the  interpretation  of  these  books, 
courses  hav’c  been  held  in  Norton,  Poeklington,  How<len  an<l 
Hridlington  areas,  attended  by  approximately^  21)0  teachers  from 
primary  schools. 

'The  type  of  resurfacing  of  school  playgrounds  has  in  many  cases 
been  more  satisfaelory  than  in  the  past,  ami  this  has  enabled  lessons 
to  be  taken  with  greater  regularity. 

In  .la.iLuary  a two-day  Athletics  Coamsie  was  held  in  Beverley 
.and  attended  by  15  men  and  wonieii  Teachers.  'The  sessions  were 
taken  by  Mr.  (1.  l)3'Son,  Chief  Coach  to  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Association. 

'The  laast  Biding  acted  as  host  to  the  Yorkshire  Schools* 
Athletics  Association  for  the  County  Championship  'Sports  at 
Longeroft  Countv’  'vSecondary  School  in  dune.  More  than  1,000 
competitors  took  part  and  the  Past  Riding  team  gained  first  place 
of  being  chosen  for  the  Y^orkshire  team  which  came  first  out  of 
on  totA)l  points.  Seven  Ixast  Riding  boj's  and  girls  had  the  honour 
of  being  chosen  for  the  Yorkshire  team  which  came  out  first  out  of 
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37  counties  at  the  English  Schools’  Sjiorts  held  at  Ashing  ton  in 
July. 

()\ving  to  matters  ni'  economy  the  numlier  of  v isits  tn  swimming 
liaths  lias  been  reduced,  hut  the  numher  of  ischools  receiving  instruc- 
tion has  been  maintained  at  the  same  level  as  liet’ori*. 

I'he  interest  in  I’Olk.  Dancing  has  continued  and  the  customary 
festival  was  held  at  Marki't  Weightoii  County  Secondary  School, 
when  nearly  too  girls  and  hoys  look  part.  A short  courst*  for 
teachers  in  other  aspects  of  dancing  nuO  with  a good  response. 

Hockey  is  now  an  accepti'd  winter  gaiiiie  I’m*  girls  vv  here  facilities 
for  jilaying  exist,  and  a one-day  course  for  leaelu'rs  taken  by  the 
national  coach.  Miss  M.  Cadet,  ha's  given  an  additional  stimulus  to 
the  game.  Netball  is  thic  only  major  g'ame  for  manv  schools  and 
a la.rge  numher  look  part  in  rallitvs.  J'lu‘  season  culmimited  in  the 
tinals  at  Anlahy,  when  teams  of  juniors,  intcrm(Mli;iles  and  seniors 
came  from  all  parts  of  the  Hilling.  J'lie  mixed  l.cams  of  the  smaller 
schools  are  gradually  hecoming  fewi'r  as  rcoi’ganisat  ion  takes  jdace. 
Activity  in  football  has  continued  at  a high  level,  with  schools 
participating  in  the  usual  leagues  and  CHuniiet  i t ions.  An  innovation 
this  3'ea'r  was  a residential  two-day  course  for  the  East  Hiding  team 
at  Bridiiiigton  during  the  summer  holidays.

During  the  v’ear  the  National  Society  for  the  Hrevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  again  gave  able  assistance  in  dealing  with  cases 
where  chLidren  were  neglected  m'  reipiiCeil  some  form  of  protection.
